GOLD DREDGE. 


The Benoit & McKay dredge, 
which lay for two seasons in the south 
slough of Big Island, was taken in 
hand about a month ago by the Sas- 
katchewan Gold & Platinum Mining 
& Dredging Co., and at great expense 
has been fitted up for work. New 
gold appliances constructed by Mi. 
Beauchemin, of Sorel, Quebec,. who 
came up with Mr. Drolet, manager of 
the company, have been added to the 
| original machinery and have been 
tried experimentally with very good 
| results. These appliances include the 
substitution of a revolving screen for 
the stationery grate of the grizzley, 
and a revolving blanket which is 
washed clean as the work progresses. 
A very large expense has been incur- 
red in fitting up the dredge and it is 
| to be regretted that it coula not have 
| been completed sooner in order to 
| allow of a longer season of experiment. 
But as the dredge had been sunk, it 
could not be repaired until the water 
fell in the fall. <A party consisting 
of Mr. Drolet, manager of the com- 
pany ; Mr. Ducharme, inspector of La 
Banque Jacques Cartier; Mr. Le 
Moine, bridge contractor ; Mr. Cowie, 
president of the board of trade; and 
Frank Oliver, M. P., visited the 
dredge on Friday last and saw the 
machinery in operation. The work 
has now closed down for. the se2son. 
During the winter a number of other 
dredges will be constructed on 
improved plans to work on the river 
channel during the coming season.

SLAVE LAKE TRAIL. 


T. W. Chalmers, D. L. 8., arrived 
rom Lesser Slave lake on Friday 
evening, having left his party at Lake 
St. Ann that morning. Mr. Chalmers 
left Edmonton on Sept. 9th, with a 
police party to explore and report on 
the comparative feasibility of two 
routes to Lesser Slave lake from the 
Fort Assiniboine and McLeod cross- 
ings of the Athabasca respectively. 
The party took their supplies in carts 
to the Athabasca which was reacned 
and crossed on the 16th. The trail 
from the Pembina to the Athabasca 
is not good for wagons, but can be 
used and could easily be made good 
by a little cutting as the country is 
suitable. The carts were left on the 
south side of the Athabasca and the 
supplies packed on the horses for the 
rest of the trip. ‘The Athabasca was 
crossed in a canvas boat. The party 
reached Slave lake post on October 
6th, having followed the old pack 
trail from Fort Assiniboine to near 
Deer mountains, about 30 miles by 
the map, and then branching westerly, 
reaching the shore of the lake about 
Drift Pile river. Mr. Chalmers re- 
ports this route quite practicable with 
some cutting out of timber, which can 
be done in a short time. 

The party left Slave lake post on 
October 9th, taking the trail to Snipe 
lake, about 50 miles slightly west of 
south of the post. The trail to Snipe 
lake was good. The lake was reached 
on the 12th. It is about eight miles 
long and contains plenty of fish. One 
Indian makes his home at the lake. 
The trail continues westward to 
Sturgeon lake across the Little Smoky. 


From Snipe lake Mr. Chalmers 
turned southeastward for the McLeod 
crossing of the Athabasca, a map dis- 
tance of 75 or 80 miles, without any 
defined trail. The country was difii- 
cult to get through owing to windfalls. 
To the east the country was swampy 
and to the west it was' higher. Came 
into the Sturgeon lake trail about 
twenty-four miles from the Atha- 
basca, on Oct. 28th. Shortly after- 
wards they met Messrs.McDonald and 
Hunter, of Cedar City, Utah, with 
19 horses on their way to the Yukon. 
They expected to winter at Sturgeon 
lake or Smoky river. Their horses 
were in good condition, but they had 
lost three. 


The party forded the Athabasca at 
the McLeod crossing on the 29th, and 
reached Lake St. Ann on Nov. 4th, 
The trail from the Athabasca to Lake 
St. Ann is chiefly good. The party 
lost two horses on the trip and left 


another behind near Lake St. Ann. 
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Tue horses for the Los. Angeles party 
arrived from Calgary by trail on Thursday 
last. The party expect to start for the 
Landing on Wednesday. 

At a special meeting of tie towa council, 
held on Saturday evening, the mayor and 
Frank Oliver, M. P., were appointed a dele- 
gation to interview the minister of interior 
at Calgary regarding the Edmonton route 
to the Yukon. 

AN item in last issue stated that a horse 
belonging to Holland Ross had been injured 
in the stable by unknown persons so that he 
had to be shot. The item was a mistake. 
Mr. John Ross is confident that the injuries 
from which the horse suffered were caused 
by his struggles after having got down in 
kis stall in such shape as to make it impes- 
sibie for him to get up 


. THE BRIDGE. 


Work on the bridge has practically 
ceased for the season, as the contractor has 
no more cement on hand and the remainder 
of the piles required are not down the 
river. The engineer, Mr. St. Laurent, 
leaves for Lake Manitoba to-morrow. 


Thirty-six piles haye been driven for the 
northern abutment, but nine more are re- 
quirea before concrete work could be 
commenced. The foundation of the north 
pier is completed to a little above water 
level. The centre pier is also completed to 
abou’ the same height. The ice cutter for 
the centre pier is yet to be completed. The 
dredging for the southern pier is completed 
but no other work cone. The excavation 
for the southern. abutment is completed, but 
no piles are driven. 


It 1s the intention of the contractor to 
resume work in February, driving the piles 
for the south pier from the ice. 


SLAVE LAKE ROAD. 


A telegram from 8. J. Dennis, of 
the public works office, Regina, re- 
ceivedon Friday,authorized the engag- 
ment of a foreman, cook and five axe 
men, with two teams to be ready to 
go to work clearing out the trail from 
Fort Assiniboine to Slave lake as soon 
as Mr. Chalmers should return. As

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FROM PEACE RIVER. 

P. D. Campbell and ¢. R. Brenton 
returned from their exploring trip to 
Peace River on Thursday evening 
last. They left Edmonton at noon on 
Tuesday, August 31st, toexamine and 
report on the practicability of the 
trails from Edmonton to Pelly river, 
or as far in that direction as possible. 
It had been decided to send them be- 
fore the government had decided to 
send the police patrol under Insp. 
Moodie, ane while the sending of the 
police patrol to a certain extent did 
away with the necessity of the townex- 
pedition, it was thought well to send 
them in any case as they couid not 
fail to add to the small stock of re- 
liable information obtainable as to the 
practicability of the country for travel 
from Edmonton to the Pelly by way 
of the Peace and Liard. They left four 
days ahead of the police party and 
took a different route to Peace river, 
After reaching Peace river they were 
to go on separately or with tke police 
as circumstances should dictate. They 
had four pack and two saddle horses 
and only took supplies sufficient to 
last them to Peace river, intending to 
get a further supply there. They 
took the trail northwest from Edmon- 
ton by Lac la Nonne, instead of the 
one westward by Lake St. Ann, taken 
by most of the Yukon bound 
travellers. Mr. Campbell has given 
the Buiietin the following inform- 
ation : 

A team took their supplies to the 
Pembina river, which is the end of the 
ordinary wagon road in that direction. 
Time, a day and half. Distance by 
map 45 miles. The horses forded the 


Pembina, but the supplies were taken | 


across in a canoe to prevent accidents. 


A start was made for the Athabasca 
on Thursday morning, Sept. 2nd. 
From the Pembina to the Athabasca 
is about 25 miles by map. A wagon 
trail has been cut out and travelled a 
little, but is very narrow in the woods 
and needs to be cut wider. There is 
some failen timber on it, but very 
little soft ground. The country is 
rolling and admits of a good trail. 
The horses had a runaway the first 
day out which caused some delay and 
they reached the Athabasca on Satur- 
day at noon. A party of Indians had 
killed a bear at the crossing and were 
going down the river on a raft. Camp- 
bell and Brenton get the use of the 
raft to cross their stuff and swam their 
horses, so that they were not delayed. 


Beyond the Athabasca the country 
is all timbered, and there is no cart 
trail. They found a plain pack trail 
running up and down the river, but 
nore striking northwest to the west 
end of Slave lake as they had expect- 
ed. They followed the trail dowr the 
river for a day andahalf. It had 
then turned away from the river, agd 
at the crossing of a creek they found 
an Indian:camp. To this point the 
‘rail was well beaten and there had 
been recent travel on it. They under- 
stood from the Indians that the trail 
was a hunting trail and that it was lost 
in different forks not far beyond. 
They then hired one of the Indians to 
conduct them to Lesser Slave lake. 
He took a right hand or easterly fork 
of the trail, which was the least 
beaten. They reached the east end 
of the lake on Sunday, Sept. 12th, at 
noon, eight days from the Athabasca. 
Map distance 70 miles. The trail was 
faint and crooked and there had been 
no recent travel on it. Mr. Campbell 
is of the opinion that possibly the 
better beaten trail heading more 
westerly from the Indian camp would 
have taken them to the west end of 
the lake. The country was covered 
with spruce, jack pine and poplar, 
much of which had been burnt and 
some had fallen down. Some of it 
was large, but the greater part was 
sinall. There was very little prairie 
or hay swamp, but plenty of feed for 
the horses. The country was not 
rugged, and there was very little mus- 
keg. The largest muskeg was three 
miles long and was in the last half 
day’s travel before reaching Slave 
lake, but close to the lake the country 
was dry and open. West of the trail 
the country seemed much higher than 
to the eastward. 


They crossed Siave river at the out- 
let of the lake. The river was about 
100 feet wide and only swimming 
deep for ashort distance. Some In- 
dians reside there, and the use of 
their boat was had to cross the outfit. 
These Indians have cattle and cut hay, 
which is abundant there, on which to 
winter them. 


From the outlet of the lake they 
travelled on the north shore, to the 
H. B. post, at the west end of the 
lake. The trail is chiefly on the beach 
which is stony and hard on the feet 
of unshod horses. In some places the 
trail cuts across points, on the bank of 
the lake above the beach. The bank 
of the lake is from ten to fifty feet 
above the beach. It is mostly thickly 
timbered, chiefly with poplar. The 


country is neither rugged nor swamp 
and admits of a good road being made. 
Only one stream emptying into the

At Slave lake post they saw Mr. 
Harvey, who has charge of a H. B. 
Co. post on Battle river, which puts 
into the Peace about 80 miles below 
Peace river crossing. Mr. Harvey 
said the Indians hunted through the 
country from the Peace river to Hay 
river, which flows parallel to the Peace 
for several hundred miles. The upper 
part of Battle river is about half way 
between Peace river and Hay river. 
The Indians from the Neison came 
over to Hay river. But as the Indian 
population of the country was decreas- 
ing he believed that trails which were 
distinct years ago were now over- 
grown and obilterated by brush so 
that it would be difficult to find or 
follow. Rev. Father Hussor, of Peace 
River, whom they expected to meet 
at Peace River crossing, had not reach- 
ed Slave lake post when they were 
there, so they did not have the ad- 
vantage of the information or assist- 
ance which he would have been able 
to procure for them. They were told 
at Slave lake that the police were 
only going to Fort St. John and 
would winter there. 


They left Slave lake post on Fri- 
day, the 17th, and reached Peace 
river about 1 o’clock on the 19th over 
a good wagon road. The descent 
into Peace river valley is easy al- 
though the valley is deep. Shortly 
before reaching Peace river met Insp. 
Snyder and party and A. L. Brick, 
upon whom they had an order for pro- 
isions at St- John. Brick was going 
/to Slave lake to meet his outfit and 
said the provisions would be at St. 
John as scon as they were.

| horses and oxen had been driven from 


many years and at one time had an 
idea of going to the head of the Liard. 
He had been informed that the trip 
was practicable from St. John, but 
difficult. They also met Mr. Lange- 
vin and two others, who were return- 
ing from the west branch of the 
Nelson river. They had followed the 
trail taken earlier in the season by 
J. Graham, of Edmonton, and three 
others with a band of horses. They 
followed Graham’s trail seven days 
northwestward from Fert St. John, 
cn approximately the course taken by 
W. Ogilvie, D. L.S.,in 1891. They 
had reached the west branch of the 
| Nelson, but did not take their outfit 
across. Mr. Langevin had crossed 
and followed Graham’s trail for some 
distance. He saw that he had turned 
westward, evidently intending to cross 
the mountains there. This course did 
not suit Mr. Langevin so late in the 
season, so he turned back to St. John 
where he disposed of his outfit, and 
was then coming down to Slave lake 
to winter. He had no doubt Graham, 
who started early in the season, had 
been successful in reaching Cassiar 
in which direction he was heading. 


They reached Brick’s trading post 
on Monday evening, and Dunvegan 
on Thursday, Sept. 23rd. They lay 
there eight days awaiting the arrival 
of Brick’s boat on its way to St. John 
with the supplies, of or the police 
party. 

They left Durvegan on Friday, Oct. 
Ist, crossing the Peace and going south 
to Spirit river ranch, where the 


trail from Sturgeon lake to St. John, 


passes. As nothing had been heard of 
the police there they went on to Bear 
lake, two days’ travel further south, 
where another trail from Sturgeon lake 
to St. John passes, thinking the police 
might have taken that trail. 
is on the Grand Prairie, and a trader- 
named Laboucan has a post there. The 
police had not passed that way, and 
| they thought they must have changed 
their intentions regarding a summer 
trip. The- trail from Spirit river to 
Bear lake is good, but one day is 
through heavy fallen timber. The 
country is open and fine at Spirit river 
and also at Bear lake, with splendid 
grass. Messrs. Gunn & Bremmer have 
a heard of 100 head of cattle at Spirit 
river and a number of Indians and 
half-breeds have built houses there. 
From Spirit river the trail was said to 
be good to St. John, and the time 
usually taken five days. The trail on 
the north side has gone out of use, all 
the travel going on the south side. 


They left Bear lake on Tuesday, 
Oct. 5th, wich Mr. Laboucan, for 
Sturgeon lakes. They took three and a 
half days to the crossing of Smoky 
river through mostly open country with 
a good trail. The valley of the Smoky 
was deep and the banks steep at the 
crossing but the stream was fordable. 
On the second day from the Smoky, the 
10th, they reached Sturgeon lake. 
On the morning of the 10th they met 
the foremost detachments of the Cali- 
fornia party. They included Sears, 
Kelly, Haag, the two Armenians, and

rest of the party wera meta short 
distance out from the narrows of Stur- 
on lake. Stout, Gresh, Wigmore and 
Riddell were with this party. 

At Sturgeon lake they learned that 
the police had passed some days before, 
not crossing at- the narrows but going 
around the north-east side of the lake. 
A very little snow fell while they were 
at Sturgeon lake. 

They crossed the narrows on the 
12th and started for Lesser Slave lake 
post by the winter trail. Just east of 
the narrows Mr. and Mrs. Garner were 
eamped. Mr King and another mem- 
ber of the party were laid up with 
illness. The trail ran mostly through 
low land aud would not be suitable for 
summer’ use, but is shorter than the 
summer trail. The crossing of the 
Little Smoky is not difficult, 


They reached Slave lake on Satur- 
day, Oct. 16th. R. Hardisty, of the 
police party, was there .o purchase 
eight trains of dogs and to hire four 
men for the winter trip beyond St. 
John. He had come down from Dun- 
vegan by boat to the crossing and had 
left Dunvegan on the 13th. He had 
purchased seven trains of dogs and 
would probably get started back about 
the 20th. 

Campbell and Brenton left Slave 
lake post on the afternoon of Monday, 
Oct 18th and took the south shore of 
the lake. The travelling was good. 
They attempted to find the direct trail 
to Fort Assiniboine, and lost a day and 
ahalf in the attempt. Then came 
back to shore of lake and continued 
eastward. Only one of the creeks 
putting into the lake was difficult to 
cross. It had muddy banks, which 
could have been avoided by going into 
the lake.

Dear Six: As promised in my 
letter of 16th ult., following is a short 
description of pack trail trip to the 
Peace river valley. 

As the trail is now, it 1s one over 
which I would not advise any man to 
come; though the outley of $1,200 or 
so in straightening it up, bridging 
some very short, yet very bad places 
and selecting more desirable parts of 
the country in some sections through 
which to run a new trai. (notably be- 
tween the Athabasca crorsing and the 
Little Smoky river) would make the | 
route this far, a very desirable one for | 
pack horses ; while an addition $1,500 
would make it passable for carting 
goods. The time taken to come through 
depends much on how many hours of 
actual marchirg are putin.

BY THE WHITE PASS. 


M. H. Boulais, of St. Albert, who 
left Edmonton in August with L. 
Couture, has sent the following letter 
to A. Guilbault, of St. Albert. The 
letter is dated from Lake Bennett, 
Sept. 15th, ’97: 

Before leaving Lake Bennett for 
Dawson City I thought I would write 
you a word to let you know that I am 
here at Lake Bennett, and we start 
for Dawson City this morning. The 
crossing has been very hard. It isa 
very difficult thing to give a descrip- 
tion of. You have only to imagine 
about 4,500 horses inside of 40 miles 
of mountains in the midst of rocks 
and mud and an impassable trail. 
We had ten horses and there are 
seven of us. We have provisions for 
one year each. We crossed through 
the White instead of the Chilkoot 
pass. When I reach Dawson City 
I will write you about our trip, at 
length, for I made note of everything, 
and this crossing takes a long time to 
be explained. We are all in good 
health. We never had any accident, 
though my helt is longer by seven 
inches; but I am not alone in that way 
for this is a good place to convert a 
fat man into alean one. We made 
the trip five times, a distance of forty 
miles across the pass, leading the 
horses, with fifty pounds on our own 
backs. I will write you later. 
Send your letter in answer to this to 
Dawson City. The mail is to come 
through onee a month. The news 
from the diggings is very encouraging; 
there is nothing exaggerated in the 
the papers, as up to 37 pounds of 
gold has heen made in one day.

GOLD AND GRAIN. 


The following from the Spokane 
Spokesman-Review very well illus- 
trates the position occupied, or which 
should be occupied, by the agricultural 
and pastoral districts of Alberta to- 
wards the vast extent of gold and silver 
bearing country lying immediately west 
of the Rockies,—Kootenay, Cariboo, 
Omenica, Cassiar and Yukon, the links 
in a golden chain fifteen hundred miles 
in length : “For 20 years after the dis- 
covery of gold in California, the miners 
there were fed largely with produce 
from the farms of Oregon. And it was 
the opening of this market that lifted 
the farmersof the Willamette valley 
from pioneer poverty to affluence. For 
more than a quarter of a century a 
steady stream of California gold flowed 
into Oregon in exchange for its agricul- 
tural products, and this stream of 
wealth enabled that state to build 
towns and cities, construct railroads, 
and lay the foundations of a prosperous 
commonwealth chiefly upon its own 
resources and with the mirimum of 
eastern and forgign capital. Unfor- 
tunately the Oregon farmer did not 
always save a competency from the 
flush times of California’s heavy gold 
yield, but the fault was in himself, and 
not in his star.” 

————_$_$_<g_____- 
A BUSINESS VIEW. 

The Price Current, of Winnipeg, 
has the following remarks on the Ed. 
monton route te the Yukon in its issue 
of Oct. 27th: “It is also satisfactory 
to note that the council (of the 
Winnipeg board of trade) is alive to 
the importance of advocating the ad- 
vantages of the Edmonton route to the 
Klondike. Up to the present the 
majority of the miners who have gone 
to the Klondike have been former 
residents of the Pacific States, and con- 
sequently they have taken the Pacific 
routes ; but next year, a very large 
number of people from the east and 
south of Winnipeg will leave for the 
Klondike, and it should be easy to con- 
vince them of tue advantages of going 
in by the all-Canadian overland routes, 
ani to inform them of the conditions 
under which they can effect a great 
saving by outfitting at Canadian points 
and thus avoiding a payment of thirty 
per cent. or over for duty on almost 
everything that will form part of their 
outfits. The outfitting business has 
revived Seatile from a state of com- 
merciai lethargy into one of thriving - 
activity this year, and all at a very 
serious loss to each individual purchaser, 
and it is hoped that before the rush 
sets in next’ spring, those who how 
contemplate going to the Klondike will 
have the opportunity afforded them of 
ascertaining that it will pay them to 
take Canadian roxtes and outfit at 
Canadian points.”
